Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Newhaven  Port  /innual  Health 
Report  for  the  year  1955. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  in^^rard  passengers  (alien  and 
British)  who  arrived  at  Newhaven  was  232,564  and  outxjard  passengers  who 
embarked  at  the  Port  was  233?469. 

In  the  year  large  numbers  of  incoming  and  outgoing  aliens  passed 
through  the  Port.  The  number  of  inward  aliens  was  58,410  whilst  that  of  out¬ 
ward  aliens  was  57,754.  Both  figures  are  the  highest  ever  recorded  at  Newhaven.

The  increase  in  the  annual  numbers  of  inward  aliens  who  entered

This  table  shows  as  the  years  have  progressed  the  increasing  numbers 
of  inwai’d  aliens  who  came  under  inspection  by  the  Medical  Inspector  of  Aliens. 

•  The  majority  of  female  inward  aliens  who  arrive  at  the  Port  take  up 
omploymcnt  in  this  country  as  domestic  servants,  nurses,  hotel  workers  and 
factory  vK)rkers.  Most  of  the  males  come  for  employment  in  ironworks,  coal  mines, 
factories,  agriculture  and  for  technical  and  professional  employment  with  firms 
and  as  hotel  workers. 

The  groater  proportion  of  all  inward  aliens  wore  of  the  female  sex 
and  they  arrived  for  emplo;y'ment  as  domestic  servants  and  nurses  in  most  cases. 

A  small  number  of  inward  aliens  had  been  medically  examined  in  .their-  own  countries. 

Strict  surveillance  of  all  aliens  by  the  Medical  Inspector  of  Aliens 
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is  inperative  on  nany  grounds.  It  is  essential  that  all  inward  aliens  be 
subjected  to  the  closest  nedical  inspectioiij,  otherwise  what  nay  appear 
trivial  at  first  glance  night  result  in  serious  consequences  if  the  alien 
v/as  allowed  to  proceed  unchecked.  If  required,  certain  aliens  must  undergo 
further  and  nore  detailed  nedical  oxaninations  and  these  nay  take  sonc 
considerable  tine,  and  usually  do. 

In  past  Port  Annual  Health  Reports  it  has  been  stressed  that,  as 
there  are  only  two  Medical  Inspectors  at  Nendiaven  and  passenger  carrying 
vessels  arrive  at  the  Port  3^4  days  out  of  3^5  days  in  the  year,  natters  have 
been  difficult,  cxpecially  since  the  annual  nunbers  of  inward  aliens  are  now 
more  than  double  those  of  pre-war  years.  Recent  events  which  have  occurred 
through  the  absence  of  one  or  the  other  Medical  Inspectors  by  reason  of  ill¬ 
ness  have  clearly  illustrated  the  need  for  extra  nodical  assista.ncc.  More¬ 
over,  endeo-vouring  to  carry  out  the  nodical  inspection  of  aliens  with  only 

two  Medical  Inspectors  has  resulted  in  anything  but  reasonable  periods  off  duty,  '

At  other  Ports,  whore  the  annual  nunbers  of  inv/ard  aliens  have  been 
nuch  the  sa.oe  as  those  arriving  at  Nowhaven,  there  liavc  been  four  Medical 
Inspectors  of  Aliens  for  sone  years  no\:. 

It  can  be  appreciated  that  to  cope  adequately  and  satisfactorily  with 

1 

the  greatly  increased  nunbers  of  aliens  which  are  now  entering  the  Port  of 
Newhaven  requires  additional  nedical  assistance  to  the  present  snail  nedical 
staff. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  total  nunber  of  vessels  which  entered  ! 
Newhaven  was  1,297  conprisod  of  1,008  fron  foreign  ports  and  289  coastwise. 

Inports  anountod  to  174>031  tons,  of  which  the  principle  itens  v;ero  coal,coke 
and  patent  fuel  (121,248  tons)|  oil  and  spirit  (9,180  tons);  fruit  and  vegetables: 
(6,749  tons)  and  timber  (5776  tons).  Ex^Dorts  amounted  to  34^122  tons  of  which 
the  principle  itens  were  vehicles  and  vehicle  parts  (15^702  tons);  machinery 
(4>171  tons),  and  building  and  road  materials  (2,245  tons).  The  average 

annual  tonnage  of  inports  for  the  five  years  1946  to  1950  was  159r355  tons  whilst 
that  for  the  succeeding  five  years  1951  to  1955  was  174>090o tons.  Exports  rose 
fron  an  annual  average  tonnage  of  17,417  for  the  period  1946  to  1950  to  that 
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-i  ^9f5^5  for  the  five  /or.r  poriocl  1951  to  195-5*  TIiu  t;  •exported 

hz3  Cil\:^'.yD  ^'oon  iiucli  loss  tJ'r.n*thc  tonnage  imported. 

Inspections  of  Cross-Channel  passenger  vessels  showed  that  the 
accomiriOdation  for  passengers  and  crow  continued  ’bo  shoi^  satisfactory  hygienic 
conditions.  The  nunber  of  vessels  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
vxas  ton  and  that  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was  eighty-six.  Two  inl'ornal 
notices  were  served  as  regards  nuisances  on  foreign  going  ships  and  tvro  on 
coastwise.  One  notice  x^as  complied  vdth  on  a  coastwise  vessel.  No  ship 
was  reported  as  having,  or  having  had,  during  the  voyage,  infectious  disease 
on  board. 

icconmiodo-tion  for  the  medical  inspections  and  examinations  of  aliens 
at  tivs  Port  was  as  satisfactory  as  possible  in  the  lay-out  and  limited  space 
cavailable. 


There  was  an  outbreak- of  smallpox  in  Northern  Franco  x/hich  lasted 
froio  the  middle  of  January  until  the  beginning  of  July,  1955.  The  nunber 
of  cases  was  between  seventy  and  eighty  md  the  case  fatality  rate  x^ras  about 
one  sixth. 

Smallpox  usually  sIioxvTS  a  complete  independence  of  conditions  such 
as  race,  cli.matc,  soil,  age,  sex,  occupo.tion  and  sanitary  surroundings.  It 
spreads  wherever  the  contagion  is  carried  and  x^rhorevor  it  finds  susceptible 
people.  Probably  no  one  is  naturally  immune. 

During  the  time  of  the  outbreak  a  number  of  persons  passed  tiirough 
or  came  from  the  infected  areas  and  landed  at  NGx^^havcn  Port.  Surveillance 
of  inx-nrd  passengers  at  the  Port  was  carried  out  xm-th  smallpox  especially 
in  mind.  Fortxmatoly  no  cases  wore  detected  and  as  events  proved  afterwards 
none  had  been  landed  at  the  Port  and  developed  smallpox  aftervm'.rds  in  this 
country. 

In  May  63S  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  the  Ruhr  district  of 
Germany.  Typhoid  fever  is  spread  from  cases  and  ca,rriers  both  by  direct 
and  indirect  contact  -  indirect  throxxgli  xjater,  milk,  milk  products,  shell¬ 
fish  and  other  Goods;  also  by  flies,  fingers  and  articles  such  as  clothes 
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Goiled  with  infected  faeces.  The  danger  of  sjjread  of  the  disease  from  I 

the  Continent  to  this  country  is  perliaps  not  so  great  as  in  the  case  of 
sr.iallpox.  Novvortheless,  cases  can  develop  on  the  voyage  over  to  this 
country  or  a  carrier  nay  be  landed  licre  at  Sea  or  Air  Ports.  Thus,  the 
latter  can  be  places  of  entry  of  the  disease  into  this  country  fron  abroad. 
There  was  no  evidence  that  any  case  or  carrier  of  typhoid  entered  through 
the  Port  of  Newhavon  in  1955 •
